Dr. Earnest SI, Best, I'rofcssor of 
r.eligioug Education In the Cooperat- 
ing Theological CuIU-uts, outlined the 
results of a Y.M.CA. survey on mis- 
sionary work in the Far East, at u 
meeting of the Theological Undergra- 
duates held Yesterday in Strathcona 
Hall. This KUrve.v, one of u scries 
which included iiivcstigaliojis into 
the work of the different churches in sintc 
JCuropc, >lexico and Africa, was head- 
ed by professor Daniel Fleming, of 
Iho Vnioii Theologk'al Semina.ry- and 
incluUcd such eminent teachers and 
tdui;;itiomtli!-ls J-T'jtt-- sor Kilp;i.t- 

rick I'rofcbsor Kufus Jones and Jjean 
3''loiiiing. 

The purpose of the survey >v;s pri- 
hiarlly to study the work of "largest 
Blatesmansl):ii," and no paxlicular re- 
ligious or «ducationul viewpoint va; 
taken. What tho liivestlgatcrs wish- 
ed to discover about the work of the 
Y.M.C.A. in China was, first !n what 
jeipei^ls tiic As.socia,tion lu'td adjusted 
ItscU to the needs of the country, sec- 
ond, what it ha« done there, tiiird, 
who was supporting it, <wid jiisi -why 
th<- support was being otfeied. 

By moans of interviews with prom- 
inent teachers and leaders in China, 
the members of the survey fgund that 
uotwitlistandlng tho widespread spirit 
of unrest, envy of America, and the 
Intensity of Kationallst feeling, many 
of tho Christian Ideas had a great in- 
direct influence oa the greater uiasf 
of tho people. Missionary work, of 
ooureo still suffers from the original 
difficulties, those of differing langu- 
ages, customs and tradlt'ons, bu' 
much good work Is boing done, both 
by tile churches and tlie Y.M.C.A 
ftnd the prospect of future success Is 
V«ry bright. „

Jlanuserlpts datlnr; 'jack 1,000 years 
wore illustrated by means of slides 
uring tho course of a lecture on "The 
atlcan and Other Public Libraries," 
given last evening ill tho lecture hall 
of the Chemistry Building by Dr. 'W. 

BishopMibrarlan |of the University 
of Michigan, who wa^ chairman of the 
Amerlc.in Commlssiin of Librarians 
who were cliarged with the reorganiza- 
tion of tho Vatican Library, 
Ancient Manuicrlpt 
Dr, Bishop accomianied his lecture 
with slides which he aiad gone to much 
trouble to collect, and which made 
these pictorial vlsit^ .to the libraries 
very ipterostlng indeed. The first

manuscript, written tin a beautifully 
fine hand-writing, iJio speaker men- 
tioned in connection with this' that 
Erasmus had said ho could havo writ- 
ten better Greek than that had ho 
been drunk! , ,^ ,r-., 

The next series of pictures depicted 
Saint Peter's Cathedral 'at Rome with 
tho Vatican nearby. It is impossible to 
get a proportional picture of tli bulld- 
Ing.i, !iH they tako up so much space. 
Ono of the wings of tho Vatican was 
built as a fortification in 1&03, and the 
old stables will soon be transformed 
into new bookshelves. When people go 
to the library they usually only sec 
tho exhibit hall, which Is in itself very 
magnificent, tho halls nro usually be- 
ing used fur reception as well as for 
exhibition purposes. The ornaments 
are very elaborate, witli tho many 
frescoes and huge bronze vnscs un 
magnificent pedestals.

Tho librar- 
ies of bollt Franco and tirçiat Britain 
ore now installing tho new steel racks 
which, replacing the cast-iron ones 
will be able lo hold one hundred and 
(.wenty five per cent mora bopfca Ip 
the same space. 



"More Revolutions Per Min« 
ute" Sought hy Hy- 
draulic Engineers 

Professor E. Brown, Actiirg Lean of 
tho Faculty of Science, was tlio lec- 
turer nt yesterday's meeting of tho 
Phsylcal Society In tho Physics Build- 
ing, taking for his subject "Recent 
Bcvelopmcnls in Low-head Turblpcs." 
lio prefaced his lecture by rnmnrklii;.- 
on tho fact that as ijrob.Tbly lil.n 
audience, who worn mainly compose:! 
of members of tho Physical Society, 
did not know much about tho interior 
of a iiower house nor the practical 
uso of turbines, he would 'do his best 
lo shed a light upon tho subject. 

Slides revealing the position of the 
turbine in a power-house wore firs' 
shown, the lecturer commenting upon 
and telling where the different types 
of machines were used. A map of 
Canada was flashed upon tho screen, 
black dots representing the various 
power-hou.ses and sources of power in 
Canada, in connection with which he 
said that Canada as e.\ceptlonal'.y 
favored In tho matter of electrical 
power. Two types of turbine are In 
general use, the Francis and propeller 
types and it is duo to the recent de- 
velopment of this latter type that 
such rivers as tho Back River hav« 
been harnessed. The professor wrote 
on the board some of the formulae 
used to determine the diameter of the 
wheels . of the turbines and showed 
how to calculate the slope oC the 
vanes of tho turbine from various 
data. 

Draws Diagram! 

I'rofossor, Brown then drew sec- 
tional diagrams of low-hsad turbines, 
showing how the water passed first 
into three "bays" which were aonie- 
times as high as 40 feet at tho mouth 
but which gradually grew smaller as 
they reached tho actual turbine, com 
pressing the water and Increasing the 
speed until fintUly tho water pass»d 
through the vanes of the turbine to 
the lower level of the river below tho 
power-hoiise. Guldo vanes control tho 
speed and direction of tho water and 
consequently thi amount of pow.n- 
generated. 

It is. Important for an electrical cn 
ginccr, tho lecturer stated, to com- 
press tho sizo of turbines in order to 
produce them cheaply, and the new 
typo of propellor turbino makes this 
possible. I'reviously tho machines 
wore of such magnitude as to vender 
them expensive and economically un 
sound. He defined specific speed and 
said that the hydraulic engineer ul 
ways wants more "revolutions per 
minute." They want ni.ichliies whtoh 
run faster and are always trying to 
push up the specific speed. Due to 
the development of new low-her*l 
machines the specific speed of the 
engines in many plants has ri-.-; 
gic.atly and their sizo grown correi 
pondingly less, with a satlsfaotoi 
decrease in price.

In introducing his subject, Profes- 
.lor ^facDe^mott stressed the fact that 
but few histories of Canada have been 
written from an economic standpoint 
and these few have proved exceeding- 
ly dry tr, thi» avera:;e rparifr. In hii 
series of lectures h» wou!il .nttcmpt 
•o give an ou::in» of tho h!.«rory from 
the point of vic-.v of the people and the 
wealth'of Canada. 

"While It Is true that the early dis- 
coverers were moved to a gre.it extent 
by ,a spirit of adventure and glory, 
their main ir.jiivo was the discovery 
of new markets for home products 
Among these discoverers was Jacques 
Cartier who first discovered Canada, 
or New France, and took possession oÉ 
It In tiie name of France. 

The early settlers who followed in 
his footsteps . did not .m.ike. a great, 
success of colonisation. Several com- 
panies who made a monopoly of the 
fur trade failed, but other Investors 
were found who kep; alive the spark 
of a colony un'.ll aom'î L"eniu.i could 
be found to nurse It Into flame. 

This genius proved to be Cbamplain, 
best known as the founder of Quebec; 
Champlain was a magnificent or- 
ganiser and swiftly reduced the pre- 
v.-ilent chaos to order. Under jis direc- 
tion, agricu!tii:->i wa-s givet: in fu-at 
impetus and his confidence in the fu- 
ture impelled him to eNpand the llttii 
colony. 

Vntll IG03 Canada was controlled by 
Iirivat'j c'.nnpanics who hold i mono- 
poly on tho fur trade and there wal 
constant bickerins between this group 
and the church, which strongly ob- 
jected to the indlscrlminato use of 
liquor as an artlcio of trade. L'uder 
this regime the country grew slowly 
Courts of justice, however, were es- 
tablished and the seigneurial tenure of 
land instituted. Tho church, too, under- 
went a period of considerable expan- 
sion, missions, convents and ho.spitals 
being founded under its Juriadictloii 
and under the most trying condition. 
.Vt tho same time, however, the econ- 
omic development of tho country was 
negligible and all manufactured ar-

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Difference of Opinion 

Some pliilosoplior, we cannot recall 
*nust who, has stated that when two kk- 
treme viW;» on a problem exist, the truth 
lies somewhere between them. 

It is a fact that .seemingly irrecon- 
cilable stands on moral," social or ethical 
problcnLS usually merge sooner or later in 
compromise. This is a point which most 
protagonists of this and that .seem to have 
missed. Had they realized it and modi- 
fied their opinions much worry and even 
bloodshed, over what seems to us now to 
have been trivial matters would have been 
avoided. iMany a worthy cause has per- 
ished due to the stubborn, unyielding and 
unreasonable refusal of its upholders to 
'admit any element of truth in the other 
fellows arguments. 

For years science and religion were 
at odds. There seemed to be no common 
ground. That .state of affairs has happily 
passed. The Churchman has a high re- 
gard lor scientific achievement, and more 
than one thoughtful scientist has express- 
ed the belief that there is some directing 
force behind the mathematical exactitude 
of Nature. 

To come down to more mundane af- 
' fairs, consider, for instance, the whole 
question of prohibition. The "Drys" ar- 
gue that drink is harmful both physically 
and morally; ergo, abolish it. The "Wets" 
cry that prohibition is an insult to indivi- 
dual freedom, and as free citizens, pro- 
ceed to disregard it. And so the battle 
rages. We, in this countrj', have swung 
from extreme wetness to arid dryness. The 
final solution, which is a compromise, 
seems to satisfy everj'one. 

Toleration of other opinions might well 
be the guiding principle of students. No 
one holds to some opinion, but has a rea- 
son for it. To listen to the other side of 
the fîucçtio;! is bene'ficial, inasmuch as we 
must garner our educations from the pro- 
ducts of the minds of other men. Our 
body of kiiowiedgu is, in fact, the accumu- 
lated opinions and conclusions of tho.se who 
have preceeded us. No man can evolve 
within his own brain a complete standard 
of ethics or a perfect social credo. That 
is why Utopias invariably collapse. The 
minds that conceived them have been un- 
willingly to learn from the experiences or 
beliefs of others. 

We have at university an unrivalled 
opportunity to examine impartially view- 
]X)ints on every subject under the sun. 
•re in the midst of protectionists and free- 
traders, socialists^ and reactionists, ma- 
terialists and idealists, athei.sts and evan- 
gelists. To condemn any one of these un- 
heard is more than unfair — it is unwise.

AVestbrook Pegler, famous sports writer, says In 
recent copyrighted Chicago Tribune story that 
football la about to bo reformed again.

Yesterday's papers also carried the story of Ken. 
tucky Wceleyan's refusal to book a toott>all sched- 
ule for 1931. Tho school isn't the first to follow 
this trend; so ably anticipated by President Ruth- 
ven In hla now famous address early this month be- 
fore the achoolraasters in the East Loyola, of Chi- 
cago, dropped its football "business" last week be* 
cause it was «ettlng too "professional," too mer- 
cenary, far too unwieldy for the school to carry and 
still maintain any semblance of soholarshlps. Pur- 
duo has dropped all of its minor sports for this 
year, and football for next year, an announcement 
which Btartiod the world, coming tho same week 
as Dr. Iluthven'a speech. 

Dr. Ruthven told the soboolmasters that tho 
trend toward Intramural athletics was hero and 
that his suggestion would be for a school to cut 
down on Its intercollegiate program and make losa 
noiso about the "business" of football and baseball. 
Tho gridiron sport is, of course, the great offender, 
and perhaps its cure would moan the cure for the 
entire system. Thero were many more who thought 
Dr. Ruthven was speaking out of turn than thero 
wore who favored his scheme for tho future ath- 
letics of universities and colleges In America. There 
was an overpowering element of distrust and the 
feeling that "Why, it's all absurd!" seemed to fol- 
low the President's speech. But the refusal of three 
mojor universities In tho Middle West to schedule 
football for next year, coming at this very Import- 
ant lime, merely emphasizes howr deeply tho logic 
runs In favor of tho intramural trend.

Wliy iho only 
wsy to patch fisli Is to go richt In 
(ho wnicr after 'cm nnd catch 'em 
with your handt". Along come hot 
(lay In the summer lime drag on some 
old clothes and shoes and get into the 
creek.

Camera Shows How First 
Year Affects Later Life 



New York, Jan. 10. — Tlie first year 
of a baby's life, when scienllflcuUy re- 
corded with a motion picture camera, 
foreshadows his later life. Tho pic- 
ture method which hints tho' future 
was exhibited publicly for the first 
time tonight. 

Tho films were developed at Valo 
University and were explained In a 
communication from Arnold Gossell, 
director of tho clinic of child develop- 
ment, at a lecture sponsored by the 
psycliological corporation at the Now 
York Academy of Medicine. 

"Beginning at about the age of two 
months," Mr. Gcssell said, "the babies 
are~placed once a monlb in a hemls- 
Iihcrlcal photographie dome where 
they can not see the obBer»,erB or tho 
motion picture cameras. Little red 
cubes, bails, and bell, intrigue thoin 
into doing tlicir human-development 
stuff for the movlea. t-^ 

"The studies ot Yale show that in- 
dividual differences In capacity, omo- 
tlonul characteristics, personality 
traits and body type declare them- 
selves early. 

"These differences are comparable 
In kind and degree to those observed 
later in life. 

"Many t( the dltfer.*ne«a »r» dut to 



Innat* or constitutional factors and 
are not tho dl^-ect result ot experience 
or condition 'ng. Tho extreme views of 
behaviorism with regard to Infant 
conditioning are not borno out by 
careful oxporlmental observations of 
individual infanta and o f Identical 
twins." 

Yalo also has a nursery fitted out 
much like the photographic laboratory. 
It Is used both for observation and 
guidance of young children and pa- 
rents perplexed because of their chil- 
dren's behavior.

Holes nnd many other necessities were 
sent out from Franco. 

In 1C63, Louis Htli mado Xew 
Franco ailtoyal colony and the ne.xl 
tew years mark a golden period in its 
history. Under Talon and Colbert tlie 
colony grew In numbers and expanded. 
A farming peasantry was catablishcd 
nnd the Indians suppressed, Talon also 
introduced somo fliio arts and manu 
fttcturiiig processes into tho country. 

ThlH programme was exteiuled uiule 
Frontenac liut liis suceeaaor, Del.,abar 
ro, a weaker man, lost control ot the 
Indians and Iho colony ^tarted on a 
downward path from wliicli It never 
■fully recovered. At the time, bickering 
onco moro commenced between tho 
church, tho governor and tho In 
tendant, tho King's rcprcsontatlve, and 
the colony was thus disrupted by dls- 
ngrccniont among its rulors.y 

AVhilo this was one of the main rea 
sons for the failure of the colony the 
other nnd most important was the fur 
trade. Fur trading was a "roving com- 
mission" which curried tho Individual 
Into tho woods to far frontiers but did 
not mako for tho building up ot a 
stable community. At the same time so 
many of the young men wore engaged 
in the trade that they were not avail 
able for the devolopement of manufac- 
tures.

Even Street Lights 
Have Personalities- 
Yes-Varied Habits 



(SpeciaJ from Tho Dally llllnl) 
Just .OS all worldly objects have 
personalities, street lights aro no ex- 
ception. "Who would su.spect that 
tho lights of any city differ In jior- 
Bonallty from day to day, and fur- 
thermore, who has dared to believe 
that tho lighting Systems of Chanv 
l>algn and Urboiia wight bo different 
There are bright lighls, lights that 
hurn all n!glil, those llial ure put '.o 
Bleep at midnight, those that come 
to life with the lilnking of tho eun 
and die when the moon shines, and 
thoso that are an annoyance to 
lovi.'rs. 

Indeed, the pprsonality of lights 
depends largely upon tho forces of 
Hiilurc. Cliumpalgn's street liBht.s 
are operated upon what Is known ua 
tho Philadelphia tnoonllgnt Bchod- 
ulo which Is popularly used In ull 
largo cities. ] ' > I 'nl.--; .«.Vi^teiii the 
lights aro tiiimd on luid off at a 
different limo oucii day l-.i accofd- 
anco with tlio length o£ tiio day. 

During tho summer, for instance, 
they are not turned on until 8 or S.liO 
']).m. and off until 4 or 4.30 a m., wliilo 
winter days will neccsiiltali: lln'i:- 
UMC us early a.-j 5 or C p.m. und until 
• or 7 a.m. .vinco the length of each 
day Is dlffcieni, tho lights will come 
on at a différent time dall.v. 

The ligiits of Champaign bia:w 
, throughout the night in tho dark of 
•tho Jnoon, but when the moon makcri 
its appearance the u.vsteni is some- 
what altered :ls provided by the Phil- 
.adolphia schodule.v Thus, in Cham- 
paign, the lights arc turned off dur- 
ing tho i:ght of tho moon whether 
the sky l.i clear or cloudy. 

This rule holds wlLii one exception. 
In case of a robbery if the police find 
that their work Is hampered through 
the absence of lights, they aro.Im- 
iniccliatcly turned on. Tho purpdsc ot 
;^:;tho moonl ght schedule is obviously 
■ to ^ovo money, when sufficient Ilgh: 
la furniahcd by nature's heavenly 
body. The business district llgjits, u' 
.course, are allowed to burn all night 
Jn both cities.

Dr» Abraham Fhxner Declares 
Our Universities Teach Rubbish 



"American unlveraitics teach too 
much 'rubblSh'," Is a criticism made 
in the Clilcngo Dally Maroon by Dr 
Abr.-iham flexncr,- ond of tho cou i- 
iry's most distinguished educators. 
In a newly published book on higher 
education, ho says that, 

"Tho sort of easy rubbisli which 
may be .counted toward a:i A.li. de- 
gree passes the limits of credibility.' 
and tliat American universities "have 
needlessly cheapened, bulgarlzcd and 
meciianizcd themselves." 

Refers to Elactivci 
Presumably, Dr.. Klexner refers to 
somo of tho numerous elective courses 
of doubtful educational valuo which 
many colleges and nnlvcrsltles allow 
to be counted toward a degree. At any 
rate, It I» his opinion that great un! 
verslties aro descending to "humbug 
In bestowing degrees that "represent 
neither u substantial secondary odu- 
cation nor a substantial vocational 
training." • 

On the s:i.i.-.c day tliat tho dispatch 
telling ot Dr. FIcxncr's criticism ap- 
peared In newspapers,' ;innthcr dia- 
patoli lol<l ot .'1 now cxpcrluiom l,i 
higher education hoing started at tl'c 
L'niverslty of Chicago.' Tho coinci- 
dence is intcrcsling, for It may turn 
out that tho University of Chicago's 
experiment is by way ot being an 
.answer to Dr. Flexner's anoujallon. 
Abandons Traditional Courte 
Under the direction ot tho youthful 
President lliitchlns. the University of 
Chicago proposes to reorganize its 
component bodies " with tho end In 
view of eventually abandoning ire 
traditional four-year coliepe course 
and abolishing such old Institutions 
as the undergraduate college and tlio 
graduate schools. 

The plan of reorganization', which 
is sanctioned by the trustees and the 
faculty, contemplates tho division of 
tho university Into -five dlvlsloud. 
Tlicfc (ilvislouB are to Ii2 the nr'.-j, 
the humanities, the social, biological 
and physical sciences and the collesc 
It is iiroposcd to inspire capable 
students to finish their general coi- 
lege course In less than four years 
and advancement is to bo by conipre- 
licnslvo tests, and not by measure of 
credit hours. In the belief of Presi- 
dent Hutchlns, better coordination 
of teaching .-Mid scholarbhip . and a 
breaking-down of departmental lim- 
itations whicli bar sluilcnls from 
pursuing subjects related to their 
prime interest will result from the 
revised program.
